A record  date  should  proceed 
in  the  following  manner: 

About  an  hour  before  the  mu- 
sicians show  up  at  a studio  for  a 
recording  session,  the  .studio 
technicians  get  busy.  They  set 
up  several  different  types  of 
microphones,  in  various  spots. 

They  shift  panels  of  acoustic 
tile  around.  They  adjust  the  tem- 
perature and  humidity  in  the 
studio — all  this,  so  that  a certain 
consistent  quality  of  recording 
can  be  attained. 

THIS  NEED  FOR  consistency 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  an 
album  is  almost  never  recorded 
in  one  session.  Suppose  a singer 
makes  a new  album:  he  usually 
will  sing  about  twelve  songs  and 
they  will  usually  be  recorded  on 
three  different  dates. 

It  is  possible  he  might  wait 
weeks  between  each  date  due  to 
prior  commitments,  unavailabili- 
ty of  arrangers,  studio,  or  any 
number  of  other  reasons. 

But  when  the  album  is  finally 
assembled,  it  should  have  a uni- 
form sound  and  there  should  be 
no  audible  realization  of  the  de- 
lays between  record  dates — or 
even  that  each  date, was  recorded 
in  a different  city,  with  different 
musiciansl 

WITH  TODAY’S  MANY  tech- 
nical advances,  it  is  possible  to 
produce  good  recordings  consis- 
tently— so  that  the  interruptions 
in  recording  are  audible  only  to 
the  very  trained  ear. 

With  today’s  recording  tech- 
niques, it  is  also  possible  to  re-  i 
cord  only  the  background  music  | gif 
— and  add  the  vocal  later.  I have  i 
even  heard  of  a vocal  duet  that ' ^ 
was  recorded  by  one  voice  in  ~ ' 
New  York  and  by  the  other  in 
Hollywood. 

THE  RECORD  DATE  proper 
begins  with  the  arrival  of  the  ar- 
ranger and  musicians.  There  are 
usually  four  arrangements,  to  be 
rehearsed  and  recorded  within  a 
three-hour  period. 


If  there  Is  a vocalist,  he  has 
already  rehearsed  the  songs,  but 
the  musicians  are  playing  the 
music  for  the  first  time. 


EACH  ATTEMPT  for  a perfect 
record  is  called  a “take.”  It  is 
possible  to  have  several  good 
takes,  each  marred  by  slight  im- 
perfections— and  by  splicing  to- 
gether all  the  best  parts  of  the 
several  takes,  to  produce  one 
perfect  record.  This  is  because 
recording  is  now  done  on  tape 
instead  of  disc. 


Of  course,  a single  “perfect” 
take  can  happen — but  so  can  any 
number  of  calamities.

NoSupport, 
Call  it  Quits 

PANAMA  CITY  — Cesar  Ve- 
ga, commander  of  the  Cubans 
and  Panamanian  rebels  who  in- 
vaded Panama  last  week,  say: 
his  men  will  lav  down  their  arm- 
if  they  are  promised  immunity 
from  trial. 

“We  want  a decorous'  solution 
which  does  not  include  our 
standing  trial  . . Vega  told 
newsmen  Thursday  night.  “We 
came  here  to  liberate  the  people. 
We  were  told  that  everybody  in 
Panama  is  against  the  govern- 
ment.” 

Vega  was  one  of  four  invad- 
ers brought  here  by  helicopter 
Thursday  from  their  beachnea 
at  Nombre  de  Dios  to  confer 
with  the  team  the  Organization 
of  American  States  sent  to  in- 
vestigate the  invasion. 

Brazilian  Ambassador  Fernan- 
do Lobo,  chief  of  the  OAS  team, 
conferred  with  Foreign  Minister 
Miguel  Moreno  and  Interior  Min- 
ister Jose  D.  Bazan  after  talking 
to  Vega  and  his  lieutenants. 

“We  are  optimistic  that  the 
OAS  will  be  able  to  solve  this 
situation,”  Lobo  said  later.  “W 
expect  a quick  solution.” 

The  four  who  helicoptered 
here  were  Vega,  Maj.  Gilberto 
Visbal  and  Capt.  Manuel  Becer- 
ra, all  Cubans  and  Lt.  Eduardo 
Diaz,  a Panamanian  student  who 
slipped  away  from  his  home  in 
the  Canal-Zone  city  of  Colon  to 
join  the  invaders. 

He  said  the  invaders  have 
been  sitting  in  Nombre  de  Dios 
a village  they  captured  early  this 
week,  waiting  for  Panamanians 
to  flock  in  and  join  them. 

Visbal  said  Diaz  and  “some 
others”  did  show  up,  but  nothing 
like  the  numbers  fhe  Cubans  had 
been  led  to  expect. 

Vega  added,  however,  that  the 
invaders  were  received  enthusi- 
astically wherever  they  went.

The  appearance  of  the  well-disciplined  Communist  soldiers 
was  seen  as  a sign  of  the  danger  West  Berlin  would  face,  if 
,:he  Soviet  plan  is  adopted  to  make  West  Berlin  a so-called  de- 
militarized “free  city.” 

Such  a move  would  place  West  Berlin  at  the  mercy  of 
these  110,000  troops,  and  the  300,000  Soviet  troops  in  sur- 
rounding territory.  Western  officials  said. 

Communist  infantry,  airmen  and  sailors  marched  for  30 
.ninutes  past  a reviewing  stand  holding  Chinese  Communist 
Defense  Minister  Peng  Teh-huai  and  East  German  Communist 
leader  Walter  Ulbricht.

Thrift  Forces  See 
Ike  Victory  in  Any 
House  Money  Fight 

WASHINGTON  — Congress- 
ional economy  forces  said  Friday 
they  now  are  confident  they  can 
sustain  any  Presidential  veto  of 
““wild  spending”  proposals. 

They  based  tnis  confidence  on 
the  failure  of  the  House  Thurs- 
day to  overturn  Pres.  Eisenhow- 
er’s veto  of  a controversial  rur- 
al electrificaCton  bill.  With  the 
lawmakers  lined  up  almost  sol- 
idly by  party — Democrats  for 
the  bill,  Republicans  against — 
the  House  was  four  votes  short 
of  nullifying  the  veto. 

The  Democrats  could  not  hope 
to  marshal  the  almost  unanimous 
vote  they  cast  against  the  elec- 
trification veto  if  the  issue  was 
spending.  Many  • conservative 
Southern  Democrats  usually 
cross  party  lines  to  side  with  Re- 
publicans on  money  matters. 

Other  Congressional  develop- 
ments; 

Civil  rights — Lawyer  Joseph 
L.  Rauh  Jr.,  represeting  20 
civil  rights  groups,  told  a House 
judiciary  subcommittee  that 
southern  officials  have  “thrown 
down  the  gauntlet”  and  made  it 
clear  they  would  not  comply 
with  the  Supreme  Court’s  school 
desegregation  ruling  until  the 
federal  government  acted.  He 
urged  approval  of  a bill  to  give 
federal  financial  and  legal  aid 
to  communities  integrating  their 
schools.
